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WONT YOU BE MY BACKUP? 

BEARS HOPING CUTLER STAYS HEALTHY, OF COURSE. BUT IF HE DOESN’T ...

With the Bears preparing to piece together 
their offensive line as the regular season 
quickly approaches, it’s worth considering 
the protection that will be provided for Jay 
Cutler. 

The 33 -year-old quarterback has proved 
to be a quick healer throughout his career, 
but he hasn’t started 16 games since 2009 , his 
first season with the Bears. Cutler missed one 
game last year after pulling a hamstring in a 
^JChek 2 loss to Arizona, though initially it was 
thought he would be sidelined longer. 

The one game Cutler did miss was an 
unmitigated disaster at Seattle as the Jimmy 
Clausen-led offense ran only three plays in 
Seahawks territory and punted on all 10 pos- 
sessions of a 26-0 loss. It was the first time 
the Bears had been shut out in 13 years. 

Certainly the Bears hope they will not 
be so handicapped in the event Cutler is 
sidelined this season. But there’s a step down, 
often a steep one, for every team that must 


turn to its backup. There’s reason to be 
concerned if the Bears miss Cutler for any 
extended period. Moreover, no one is saying 
right now when three-time Pro Bowl right 
guard Kyle Long, his most decorated blocker, 
will be back from a shoulder injury 

Houston might have star defensive end 
J.J. Watt back for the Sept, ii opener. Watt 
had back surgery in late July and reportedly 
will return to practice this week. The three- 
time NFL defensive player of the year has not 
missed a game in his career and has 69 sacks 
in his last 64 games. 

Cutler has missed 15 games in the past six 
seasons, and that turns the conversation to 
the quarterbacks behind him on the depth 
chart: Brian Hoyer, Connor Shaw and David 
Fales. 

The Bears figure to carry only two quarter- 
backs on the 53 -man roster, and they guaran- 
teed Hoyer $ 750,000 in the $2 million, one- 
year contract he signed after the draft. Shaw 
and Fales are both eligible for the practice 


squad, but Shaw could be out for the season 
after being carted off the field with a broken 
leg in the final minutes of Saturday’s game. 

Hoyer has been unimpressive in three 
preseason games with a 44.5 passer rating, 
completing 19 of 41 passes for 237 yards with 
two interceptions. 

Much of Hoyer ’s work in practice and pre- 
season has been conducted with the backups. 
Thrown into a situation where he has to fiU 
in, he wiU have a better line in front of him 
and more skilled targets. But the eighth-year 
veteran has spent a lot of time in this position 
in his career and he’s not using it as an excuse. 

“Those are the guys I am working with in 
practice,” he said. “You just go out and try to 
make plays and get the ball moving.” 

If coach John Fox is concerned about Hoy- 
er, the presumed No. 2 , he’s not letting on. 

“He’s getting more comfortable,” Fox said. 
“... I think with time and practice and even 
preseason games there becomes more of a 
comfort level, and we’re still engaged in that.”

A 13-year-old pining 
for a girl, struggling 
to make friends and 
pushing boundaries 
at home isn’t exactly 
groundbreaking ma- 
terial, but if said 
13 -year-old is a black 
kid recently relocated 
to Heidelberg, Ger- 
many, by his widowed 
dad, the story gets 
more interesting. 

Morris (Markees Christmas) is a kid in a 
Yankees cap obsessed with rap, surrounded 
by German teenagers more partial to EDM. 
His German tutor Inka (Carla Juri) encourag- 
es him to practice his second language at the 
youth center, but the kids call him Big Mac 
or Kobe and expect him to be good at basket- 
ball, and the counselor confronts him with a 
joint and asks if he’s been passing them out. 


Forget the language barriers between rap and 
EDM or German and English— Morris con- 
stantly faces assumptions because of his race 
and nationality His otherness is visible, and 
it brings that feeling of 13-year-old alienation 
to light in a powerful way 

Of course there’s a girl, Katrin (Lina 
Keller) — a 15-year-old blonde, half woman, 
half child, who smokes cigarettes and gets on 
the back of a motorcycle with an older DJ. 
Her influence on Morris puts him at odds 
with his cool, laid-back dad, Curtis (Craig 
Robinson), who’s also trying to navigate their 
new life in a foreign country And Katrin’s 
fondness for Morris is as murky as it felt dur- 
ing your own teenage years — she pulls him 
in with one arm as she holds him back with 
the other. 

Writer-director Chad Hartigan holds the 
script and visuals with even weight, and the 
two work so cohesively that everything packs 
an emotional punch even though you’ve 


experienced it before. Morris’ dialogue is 
that of a real teen— short but betraying 
a lot going on under the surface. Strong 
performances across the board are aided by 
shots so gorgeous and giddy that they feel 
like they’re from the cinema instead of just 
a movie. 

“Morris From America” is slow and me- 


andering on purpose. “You are young,” Inka 
tells Morris after she spies him and Katrin 
dancing exuberantly at a party ‘And there’s 
no rush to be old. There’s no rush to be bor- 
ing.” The film is in no rush either, sometimes 
to its detriment. But its grasp on growing up 
is so strong that by the end, it’s hard to care 
how you got there.

Getting sued 

Fox is being sued by inmates of the Cook County Juvenile Temporary Detention Center. According to deadline, 
com, “Empire” used the detention center as the setting for prison scenes featuring main character Lucious Lyon, 
and filming required that the facility be placed into lockdown, disrupting classes and family visits. The class- 
action lawsuit is seeking damages for the “psychologically damaging” confinement. “These actions were rooted 
in an abuse of power and authority and were undertaken with the intent to cause, or were in reckless disregard 
of the probability that their conduct would cause, severe emotional distress to the children housed at the JTDC,” 
the suit reads, according to Deadline. “Empire” filmed at the facility for 14 days last summer.
